O'Connell was brought to trial for sedition 
in Dublin in 1843. I lis counsel challenged the 
array of Jurors because, for some reason or 
other, fifty-nine names of the Jury list hail 
been left out in the copy made for drawing the 
Jurors, the claim being that these names had 
l>e«u omitted in the interest of the Crown. 
The conviction was on this ground reversed by 
the House of Lords. Lord Dknman in that 
ease said: 

"If it is possible that such a practice as that that has 
taken place in the present instance should be allowed to 
pass without remedy, trial by Jury, instead of being a 
security to persons who are accused, will be a delusion, 
a mockery and a snare." 

No one could say that a solid Demoerafie 
Jury could be confidently relied upon to con- 
viet men accused of crime in order to meet a 
party necessity, but the fact remains that in 
the present condition of public mind in Ken- 
tocky. these cases against men accused of con- 
spiring to murder Senator lioBBKL amused the 
utmost bitterness, and if partisan Juries are 
selected every thing has been done that it is 
possible to do to eliminate ehance from the 
verdict. 

Unless Juries be impartially selected — to Qtt 
the language of Jfkkkrson — they become mere 
instruments of oppression. More important 
than the fate of Cm. km P0WXB8 is the fato of 
the Jury system in the state of Kentucky. If, 
in moments of great excitement, the Jury may 
l»e made the instrument of partisan oppression 
or personal malice, then the faith of the Ameri- 
can people in the justice of that system will dis- 
appear. It is scarcely conceivable that by an 
accident all of these Juries should be either 
solidly Democratic or with some man on it 
pointed to as a Republican by the prosecution 
merely to break the force of the indictment 
brought against the administration of law in 
this state. Such a condition of affairs is de- 
signed, and such a design so successful puts in 
peril the life, the liberty and the property of 
all men.
